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THAT LETTER 

Last week's Crusader reported a letter being received by 
the Board of Selectmen, from the chairman of the Finance 
Committee. The letter, actually written to the Town Manager, 
constituted a warning about the transfer of funds, for depart- 
ments that may be running shoft, as the end of the year ap- 
proaches. A casual reading of the letter implied that it report- 
ed a vote, recently taken by the Finance Committee, and so 
it was accepted, we assume, by the Selectmen. 

However, when it is investigated a little further, an air 
of slight mystery develops. In the first place, there has been 
a0 meeting of the Finance Committee since last August, and at 
that meeting one of the men who was missing was the man 
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THE COMMUNITY FUND DRIVE

THE SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS COMMITTEE 


Last week the chairman of the Additional Schoof Accom- 
modations Committee resigned. Mr. Kelley has accepted a 
position which will take him out of town for much of his time, 
and under the circumstances he could see no other course 
open, The town will miss his work, for it has always been of 
a high quality. 

The Committee which he headed has now been considering 
the problem of future accommodations in our school, for some 
time. They Kave put in many hours, and we believe that they 


named as offering the motion. Actually, the motion was made 
in a meeting held after the annual town meeting, this year. 

Why should a letter be sent now, on a vote of last spring? 
There is a slight mystery there. 

We are only guessing, but we have an idea that behind it 
all is an interpretation of the Town Charter. The Finance 
Committee wasn’t too happy about $6000 of unauthorized 
overdrafts, beyond what the townspeople were requested, for 
the necessary operation of the various departments last year, 
and they may be presumed to be not too happy about trans- 
ferring more, as the end of this year approaches. They are 
a body of men who are constituted to see that the town keeps 
on an adequate, fiscal basis, and they find no pleasure in mak- 
ing transfers, and thus, to a certain extent, destroying the 
basic idea of a good eeonomy. " 

There are those who hold that under Section 12 L, of the 
Town Charter, the Town Manager may transfer sums from 
any one department ‘to another, with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen. The section in question certainly reads 
$0. 

On the other hand there are those who hold that this 
section will not stand up in law. They point to the second 
patagraph of the Town Charter, which says in effect. that 
nothing in the charter can alter any by-laws, or general law, 
tiow or hereafter in effect. Such a paragraph these men hold, 
means that the Finance Committee and the Town have the 
final say, under the General Laws. We have heard of a coup'e 
of legal gentlemen who agree with this latter interpretation. 

Now, peering into the future, we feel that there is a good 
chance that these two sections will get their test this year. 
The Town Manager told the Selectmen that he would be re- 
quiring a transfer, in the near future, for highway work. The 
sum he mentioned was $1500, but he was not, at the moment, 
sure of the exact amount. 

We feel that there is a good chance that fireworks will 
result, if and when such a transfer is made. We don't say 
absolutely that there will be fireworks, but we wouldn't bet 


against it. 
HIGHWAYS AND SIDEWALKS 

Last week the Board of Selectmen took time to point out 
that Middlesex avenue, today, is becoming a dangerous street. 

\'e agree with the gentlemen. Since St. Thomas church has 
heen relocated, the street, on Sundays is a very crowded place, 
where a person takes his life in his hands at times, when he 
zitempts to cross the street. < F 

The police department have attempted to. alleviate condi- 
tions by making the street a one-way on Sundays. The effort 
helps considerably, and the department is to be commended 
for its thoughtfulness, Unfortunately, the law under which 
they have done this allows them to do so “temporarily,” and 
some day, unless we do something in the meanwhile, we may 
have someone contesting the meaning of the word “tempo- 
raril 
There is no dodging the fact that a concerted effort will 
have to be made, soon, to alleviate this condition, and the 
sooner, the better, for our money. A 

\While we are at it, we are happy to note that the High- 
way Department has got rid of the “washboard” effect on 
Wildwood street. We congratulate the department, and hast- 
en to point out that there are at least two more places in Wil- 
mington in which a “washboard” should be eradicated. One 
of the > is on Clark street, near the home of Dr. Fagan, and 
t" other on Glen road, near Rhodes street. It wouldn't take 
much to make an accident, at each of these places. 

‘The matter of sidewalks is also something that should be 
given attention, because of the growth of population in this 
fown of ours. It won’t be long before the new school will be 
opening, on Wildwood street. This street should have a side- 
» ea one end to the other, to ensure the safety of the

ARTHER HALLENBORG ........ 
SPEAKS OF FIRE WARDEN’S 
DUTIES. 


Arthur Hallenborg, Billerica Select- 
man, and a resident of Billerica 
Center spoke to the Wilmington 
Rotary’ Club, yesterday, on. his 
duties as a State Forest Fire War- 
den, Mr. Hallenborg told the Wil- 
mington ‘Rotarians that the thing 
that the firemen like to do most 1s 
to do themselves out of a job: 

The State Forest Fire Wardens 
are a part of what used to be the 
State Department of Conservation, 
but is noW called the Department of 
Natural Resources, Mr. Hallen- 
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man system is not good, from an 
insurance angle. In Billerica, with 
a force of permanent men always 
available at the station, we can be 
at the scene of a fire before the 
call men would be getting their 
boots on, in many cases. 

The State korest Fire Wardens 
respond to fires in their district, to 
assist the local fire departments, 
and we do not restrict otirselves to 
forest fires, for a firein a grass 
lot can easily spread to a woodlot. 
A good example isa case that hap- 
pened on Cook Avenue, Billerica, 
recently. A lady lit a fire in au 
incenerator, and went back in the 
house. She looked out a_window 


man. You might say that we. are 


trying to keep ourselves from work- 
ing but that of course isn't actually 
so, We are trying to see that fire 
losses are kept at the lowest possi- 
ble figure. As part of the fire Pre- 
vention job, it is my duty to go 
around to: Churches, Clubs, and 
such organizations as the Boy 
Scouts and help them to understand 
fire prevention. I have been in the 
business since 1924, and no one 
hates and fears fine more than my 
self and other men in the business 
We practice and preach fire pre- 
vention.

Every fireman is trained in first 
aid, as well, and it frequently is a 
very handy thing.

A lot of us can learn a lot from 
the so-called country firemen. I re- 
member an Asst, Chief of the Bos- 
ton Fire Department who was wat- 
ching a fire in Littleton. The Little- 
ton truck drove down near a water 
hole, but couldn't get close enough 
to pump water. The Boston Chief 
admitted that he might have been 
stuck, under the circumstances, but. 
the driver of that Littleton truck 
knew what to do, He got out a 
shovel, and dug a canal from the 
pond to the truck, and in that way 
got all the water he needed. 
| Actually, sometimes, one finds the 
doggondest things happen, in Fire 
Departments, and one can always 
learn something. 

We have 20 weather stations, in 
the state, in our department, who 
keep account of the danger of fires, 
on a humidity basis. They chart 
the weather, and issue predictions on 
danger of fires. Fires in the woods 
rarely start at night, because it is 
damper then, but I can remember 
two years ago, Halloween eve, when 
it was absolutely bone dry. We had 
212 fires that night. Of course, that 
was different.

In such a case, the telephone 
user can drop in another nickel to 
complete his call, or he can hang| 
up and his nickel can be returned. 
Two nickels or a dime will be needed 
to complete a call after a coin 
box telephone has been changed.” 

Mr. Macdonald announced that a! 

though the Telephone Company 
complying with the DPU’s order in 
filing these new rates and putting 
them into effect, it will appeal from 
the order to the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court. He pointed out that 
in its order the DPU authorized the 
Telephone Company to collect less 
than half the additional revenues it 
requested nearly a year ago. 
“In trying to keep pace with the 
telephone requirements of a state 
that is growing and developing 
rapidly, our principal problem is to 
insure the financial strength of the 
telephone business during a period 
of heavy demands for service from 
business, industry, the armed forces, 
defense agencies and families,” he 
said. “We have no choice bit to take 
whatever steps are necessary to in- 
sure that public needs for adequate 
telephone communications will con- 
tinue to be met throughout the 
Commonwealth. We are seeking no 
more than the minimum required 
to do that job.” 

Mr. Macdonald said that in cont- 
pliance with the order of the DPU, 
the new rates are estimated to in- 
crease the Telephone Companys 
revenues by about $44 million a 
year, of which about $24 million 
is expected to come from the change 
to a 10-cent minimum on coin box 
telephone calls. The remainder will 
come from certain increases in mou- 
thly base rates, plus a modified plan 
of regrouping telephone exchanges 
according to development, which has 
been approved by the DPU. 
| Of the total of 450,000. residence 
customers in Metropolitan Boston, 
only about 60,000 families with One. 
Party Unlimited Suburban Service 
will be affected by the new rates. 
For these customers the increase in 
the base rate wiil be 25 cents a 
month. Yo other residence cus- 
tomers in Metropolitan Boston will 
be affected. 

Of the 63,000 business customers 
in Metropolitan Boston, excluding 
those with coin box_ telephones, 
about 55,000 with One-Party Meas- 
ured Business Service will have an 
increase of 50 cents a month in 
their base rate. No other business 
customer in Metropolitan ‘Boston 
will be affected. 

Outside Metropolitan Boston, of 
the total of 618,000 residence cus- 
tomers, about 310,000 will have an 
increase of either 25 cents or 50 
cents a month in the base rate, de- 
pending on the type of service and 
whether the exchange is shifted in- 
to a new rate group under the new 
modified plan of grouping. 

Of the total of $4,000 business 
customers outside Metropolitan Bos- 
ton, excluding those with coin box 
telephones, 29,000 will not be affect- 
ed by the new rates. For the re-| 
mainder, increases in monthy base 
rates will run from 25 cents to $2, 
depending on the type of service 
and grouping, with the increase am- 
ounting to cents or less per 
month in the majority of cases. 

All. Massachusetts customers will 
be advised by the Telephone Com- 
pony of the effect of the new rates 
on their own service.

Editors Note: We are indebted 1 
Mr. Emmons for this story of the 
Mystic Valley Railroad. The place 
where it was intended to start, “be- 
tween the 16th and 17th mile on 
the Boston and Maine Railroad” is 
today very close to the site of Har- 
rimans tannery. In those days the 
railroad that tan through what is 
Wilmington square was known as 
the Boston & Lowell Railroad. 
The railroad was to.run from the 
tannery to a point near the present 
juntion of the Woburn loop, near 
the J. W. Greer plant, and thus ap- 
proximately along the route of the 
present Woburn loop of the Bos- 
ton and Maine RR. Mystic avenue, 
in North Wilmington takes its name 
from the railroad, the portion of the | 
avenue that is parallel to Middlesex 
avenue being the old railroad bed. 
For many years Parker street, 
was known to Wilmington residents | 
as “the Narrow Guage”, referring to 
the projected three foot width of 
the tracks.
